DENVER, Dec. 5.—An immediate 
embargo on foreign live stock, wool 
meat and meat products, or an emer- 
fency tariff of from 35 to 40 per cent 
to relieve the situation confronting 
etock growers and peoducers of the 
West and Northwest, was urred by 
President A. G. Prey of the Denver 
Live Stock Exchange in letters sent 
to Colorado's representatives in Con- 
grees. Warnings that “the western 
stockmen wil! be forced into bank- 
ruptcy, thus killing the Industry,” if 
something ts not done to alleviate 
the situation at once were made in 
the letter. 

President Prey cited that beef 
hides, which sold a year ago at 46 
to 46 cents a pound, today were be- 
ing sold with difficulty at from 6 to 
14 cents; that woo! pelts selling one 
year ago at $4 each were being dis- 
posed of today for not more than 50 
cents. He states that it costs $2.50 
to produce a woo! pelt. 

The letter continues that ft now 
costs 42% cents a pound to produce 
woo! which barely brings 20 cents a 
pound and that lambs are being sold 
at 9 cents a pound while production 
was costing at least 11 cents. 

Producers are losing $20 to $25 a 
head on fat range cows as compare4 
with prices of 1918 and $40 to $50 
for range beef steers. attle prices 
are on a lower scale now than be- 
fore the war. according to the letter.

IN ARMENTA.. 


Europe bas eagerly jumped: at Presi- 
.@ent Wilson's offer to act as mediator in 
Armenia. His letter, which struck a 
sponsive chord in the hearts of thousands 
of Americans, was hailed with delight 
across the Atlantic. Lord Robert Cecil 
spoke for many nations when he said that 
the “wonderfvl news” brought great relief 
to all who are trying to find a way to help 
the Armenians. This country has, as the 
President says in his communication to 
Paul Hymans, president of the Council of 
the League of Nations, repeatedly declared 
its solicttude for the fate and welfare of 
the Armenian people and takes a spectal 
interest In them. The Senate did not con- 
sider it desirable that the United States 
should take the mandate for Armenig. but 
‘ gpsurediy there are other ways of giving 
Sesistance. The Old Wor'd places a hich 
valuation on President Wilson's mediation 
and believes it will prove of bene"t to the 
wnfortunate people who have been under 
the hee'’s of the Turks for over 600 years.

When the British got up in 
strength, and when they began moving 
down upon the enemy in the only forma- 
tion in which a fleet can utilize its ctrength 
to the maximum, namely, practically paral- 
lel and broadside, the Germans decided to 
call it a victory and to run for cover. 

Fortunately for them, the gathering 
night was so black with fog and low-lying 
smoke that it was almost tmpossible for 
either side to locate the other before day- 
break. The problem before each German 


shortest course to its known base and 
point of shelter. The problem before the 
British was the difficult one of keeping in 
contact with an enemy in full flight across 
an almost limitless expanse of dark, rag- 
ing sea. That the British succeeded re- 
markably well under the circumstances is 
shown by the admission of Von Scheer 
that his ships were under fire during the 
greater part of the night and suffered 
heavily from It. 

By morning the Germans were back be- 
hind their protecting base, having lost more 
than the enemy in ships and lives, and 
utterly shattered in prestige. It had not 
been a drawn battle at all, bus a battle of 
withdrawal.

ANTED: AN ENCYCLOPEDIA. 

For all their scholarship, wealth of 
illustrations and bulk the encyclopedias 
current today represent a splendid idea 
fone stale. They are written to serve an 
industrial age, but are in reality scholastic 
and theological in point of view. They 
creak into the rushing twentieth century 
on the grooves of thought of fifty years 
‘ago. Purporting to look around on Ife, 
they, for the most part. look back. 

This fundamental defect, which is nat- 
ural when authorship and traditions are 
considered, can be stated in anothep way 
by saying that the encyclopedias are large 
ly the work of men who, while eating out 
of the hand of industrialism, refuse to give 
it any standing in the world. They see in 
philosophical twistings and turnings, thee 
logical disputes, dynastic struggles and Iit- 
erature and literary criticism the chief fac- 
tors in man’s advancement. Believing that, 
they seek to do full justice to those themes. 
TO appease the common intellect and to 
silence the shovts of the modernists among 
them they include in addition just enouch | 
popular informd'ion. meaning matter vital 
to people of this age; to, ag they hope, 
make the product sell. j 

There is scarcely a freak faith or a fan- 
tastic philosophy known to his*orians which 
ie not treated in them with considerable 
respect and at length. The idea is that, 
however fallactous the freaks may have 
been in their reasoning. one is on holy 
grovnd in considering them because they 
represent man as thinking, ag contrasted 
with man as just working and living. To 
be sure, there would be no universities as 
we now know them were it not for sup-

Take one clear illustration: E. L. Dohe- 
ney, Tampico and the largest ojl well 
in the world are not just phases in the 
dull routine of commercialism. They are 
factors in a new era, an era as distinct an‘ 
as important as that introduced by Watt 
or Fulton or Cartwright or Franklin. But 
the best encyclopedias can't see them at 
all. They never heard of Del Liano No. 4 
or of Doheney or even of Tampico, save as 
“g rival seaport to Vera Cruz,” mvch as the 
University. of Paria might be called a rival 
to the high school at Squeedunk. 

The oil coming from La Brea is, per- 
haps, far more ancient than the animals 
whose bones were found there. The bones 
are worth pages upon pages setting forth 
all the conflicting theories concerning the 
antiquity of man. But oil is not worth 
much space, for it only makes it possible 
for man to move about better and has to 
do- with his youth, not his antiquity. What 
bas aa encyclopedia ty do with youth of 
movement? The people it is written for 
have evidently been in their graves these 
fifty or one hundred and fifty years and 
were probably hurried there by being bored 
to death with the wrangles and plots which 
the encyclopedia so laboriously tries to 
révive. 

The encyclopedias are almost perfect in 
execution, but avsurdly planned and pro 
portioned. They lack a proper grasp of 
the imterests and factors and tendencies 
of the times. When a tniversity like Cam 
bridge assumes the task of putting out a 
Britannica it is certain that it will be schol- 
arly and accurate. When 72 per cent of 
the men who write its contents are pro- 
fessors and ministers, and most of them 
antiquarians, it is just as certain that tno 
work is going to be lopsided, leaning too 
much to the study and the cloister, touch 
ing but lightly those common, rolly, vita) 
currents that are the real essence of the 
life of men. 

There are, fortunately, hundreds of pro. 
feasors of the modern stripe—men who 
have heard of some literature since Chat- 
cer, who know of other tongues than the 
Greek, who see in the silent, stubborn 
marching of men industrially and techni- 
cally a spectacle as grand, as inspiring and 
as significant as that presented by knights 
at dalliance with their ladies or by philoso- 
phers worrying the long night throvgh over 
the number of devils capable of standing 
on the point of a needle. 

Bot these men, though their voices are 
heard by their age, have not yet become 
strong enough to take over the encyclope- 
dias and to humanize them. It will be only 
a short time, however, before some great 
American university, like Columbia or Har- 
vard or even our own State institution, will 
sponsor a broad-gauge encyclopedia and 
will have the vision to turn the construc 
tion of it over entirely to modern men of 
ability inside and outside the colleges. The 
only demand on them will be that they 
first appraise the interests and factors of 
twentieth-century life fairly and then allot 
space and writers to those factors and in- 
fivences in proportion to their importance 
to this generation instead of according to 
their antiquity. 

Such a work would be of the vtmost 
value to the nation and to scholars ag well. 
It would be harder to prepare than a work 
which carries forward a vast amount of sa- 
cred dead wood from preceding editions, 
but it would be worth more avd, which ts 
of greater importance, it would be read 
more.

HE DEVIL'S FINGER TIP. 
Primitive peoples have an uncanny in- 


stinct for\naming things accurately. Cen- 
turies after the natives had named a hill | 
outside the city of Durango, Mexico, “The 
Devil's Finger Tip,” scientists came along | 
and solemnly announced that it was formed | 
of hematite and had apparently been jabbed 
up through the earth's surface from molten 
masses far below. 

Day before yesterday the Mexican com- 
mercial agent in Los Angeles received as a 
spcimen for the exhibit of Mexican products 
soon to be opened here a sample of this 
Iron ore and on the same day information 
reached the city that the famous “Tron 
mountain” had been purchased for a fabu- 
lous sum by a Boston syndicate. 

The transaction is important as indicat- 
ing that steel men are getting ready to go 
into Mexico on a scale never before at- 
tempted, and also as bringing into the in- 
dustrial program of America the develop- 
ment of one of the most remarkable ob- 
jects on this continent. 

This iron hill purefesed by the Bos- 
tonians rises for seven hundred feet sheer 
above the surrounding plain and is said 
to contain 600,000,000 tons of high-grade 


a report made just before the World War 
a British expert said that the iron in the 
hill is worth $5,000,000,000, or would be if 
80 located as te assure protection in the 
operation of the/property. 


Put in another way, Merendado Apter, the 


for the hill is 60 named after the Spanish 
explorer who was the first white man to 
see it, confains iron which, if marketed to- 
day, would bring @iore money than the en- 
tire sum represented by all of the gold and 
silver ;itaken ort of Mexico between 1603 
and 1803, when the exploitation of Mexican 
mines was at its peak. 

Like the gold-seekers who overlooked the 
fortunes that were under their feet In the 
wonderful soil of the English portions of 
the United States, the Spanish silver 
sleuths looked with unseeing eyes upon a 
naked, blood-colored hill worth more than 
all they were to take ont of Mexico and 
Peru in a century. Mercado used it to 
hang bis name on and rode away after the 
metal he had come to regard as the only 
form of real wealth. Just what effect the 
discovery of this greatest body of iron ore 
above ground in the world would have had 
on the future of Spain and of Europe, had 
the explorers grasped its real value, is hard 
to say. But there is hardly a more mocking 
incident in history than that of the Span- 
ish soldiers, when Spain was avrfeited with 
silver and destitute of iron, circling around 
one of the most perfect iron supplies on 
the face of the earth and cursing their luck 
because they had found nothing of value 
beyond the mountains. 

Near Mercado Mountain, the legend goes, 
Spenish soldiers slew an Aztec chief, who

of the Spirit of Fury and that & 
some day avenge the folly of S . The 


incident was in time related at court, and 
the fine men and women there laughed over 
ft. Who could harm Spain when gold and 
silver were being showered upon her from 
a score of enchanted provinces beyond the 
seas! And this Spirit of Fury, were<not 
hia devotees the abject slaves of Spain? 

Then Spain saw - day when she could 
not secure iron enougt to maittain her for- 
mer supremacy on the offensive. Next she 
lagged behind in hard materials and wal- 
lowed in silks and silvers until she had 
neither the tron for a proper defensive sys- 
tem against her enemies nor the will to 
fight with her old courage with what me- 
terials she had. 

Today hard-headed business men from 
the country which has based its develop- 
ment largely on iron are preparing to fake 
seriously the hill which provoked awe in 
the savage and scorn in the Spaniard. In 
their work of development they will be— 
compelled to build raflroads extenstvely 
and may even bring their product up the 
Pacific Coast to this section.
